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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
2008-2009 


The teachers, staff and administrators in each district within SAU 48 are continuing the process of 
individualizing instruction so that each child has the opportunity to reach his or her maximum learning 


potential. 


SAU #48 currently has several initiatives in place to better meet the needs of all our students. We are 
continuing to use curriculum mapping in all schools, K-12, to allow for collaborative, teacher-designed and 
planned learning that aligns to New Hampshire state standards. Teachers are also using data from various 
assessments to better meet the needs of individual students in their classrooms. Several SAU #48 teachers 
have attended the Summer Data Institute at Plymouth State University in order to become more skilled in the 
use of the multitude of data that we now receive on each student. In order for our NECAP scores to continue 
to improve in the elementary schools, teachers currently are using data from a new online assessment 
instrument, NWEA, which tracks progress for individual students three times a year. We have formed an SAU 
Teacher Leader Council that meets regularly to discuss these initiatives and take a leadership role in the 


schools. 


As well as the above initiatives, all of our schools are working on digital student portfolios using available 
technology. Also, we are in the process of automating our elementary libraries so each will be online by June of 
this year. Technology is constantly being upgraded in order to meet the current educational demands on our 
schools. All of these important changes impact student learning and positively focus on a 21° Century 
education for all students. Our teachers are committed to leading our efforts to face the difficult challenges of 


education in today’s world. 


As mentioned last year, all the districts of the SAU will be implementing a new student management program 
in September. These upgrades will allow greater parent/guardian access to student academic information, 
along with timely notification of school news and announcements. Business hardware and software upgrades 


will also take place this summer. 


Please know that all of us in SAU #48 are aware of and effected by the economic slowdown in which we find 
ourselves. It is important that you understand how much we value and appreciate your support and 
generosity. The public’s commitment to our schools and our communities is incredible and we consider 


ourselves fortunate to be part of it.

Article 1 


To see what action the District will take relative to the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
and officers. 


On a motion by Steve Taves, seconded by Karen Norris, the District meeting voted unanimously by 
voice vote to accept all the reports contained within the school portion of the Town’s Annual report. 


Article 2 
To see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board to negotiate for and execute on 
behalf of the District tuition contracts with the School Districts. 


On a motion by Karen Norris, seconded by Peter Hughes, the District Meeting voted by voice vote 
unanimously to accept the article as moved. 


Article 3 


To see if the District will vote to increase its per student kindergarten support stipend from three 
thousand dollars ($3,000) to one half the tuition rate of the receiving district within SAU #48. 


On a motion by Karen Norris, seconded by Donna O’Brien the motion was moved. 

Superintendent Mark Halloran explained that currently the District supports $3,000 toward a 
kindergarten student. The State of New Hampshire through a bill now working its way through the 
legislature, will be mandating kindergarten enrollment, supported by the District. 

This article increases the District’s commitment from a flat fee of $3,000.00 to one half of the tuition 
of the receiving school. This would pay for the recognized one half day program. Ifa district went to 


a full day program the parent would be responsible for the other half. 


After clarifying a couple of issues the question passed by a unanimous voice vote. 
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Article 4 

To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred thirty-four 
thousand four hundred seventy four dollars ($134,474) for the purpose of payment of the 
operational expenses of the district, for the payment of salaries for the school district officials 
and agents and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District which also includes the 
sum found in Article 3. 

On a motion by Steve Taves, seconded by Peter Hughes the question was moved. 

Mr. Halloran took a moment to explain the administrative set up of the District to the new residents of 
the District. He explained the SAU’s role and the options Ellsworth parents have for educating their 
children. 

Questions regarding the Capital Reserve Account and future enrollments were answered. 

The question then passed unanimously on a voice vote. 

Article 5 

To transact any further business which may legally come before this meeting. 


Moderator Anthony Landroche asked if there were any other questions or comments. 


Peter Hughes asked Mr. Halloran to explain conflicting Special Education appropriations/expenditures. 
There were no other questions. 


Paul Norris made a motion to adjourn, seconded by David Elfstrom. On a unanimous voice vote the 
motion passed. 


Meeting adjourned at 7:01 p.m.

The Granite Chapter serves communities covering 52 percent of New Hampshire, including the 
Concord area, Lakes Region and North Country. Chapter staff and volunteers provide support and 
relief after a disaster; emergency preparedness training; courses in health and safety; blood drives; 
volunteer and youth leadership opportunities; and aid to military families. | have enclosed a brochure 
and our recent newsletter with additional information about the chapter. 


Your Red Cross chapter has been active in and around the Ellsworth area. 


e Red Cross trained volunteers make up the chapter’s Plymouth Area Disaster Action Team, 
which responds to disasters day or night in Ellsworth and surrounding towns. In all, the Granite 
Chapter has seven Disaster Action Teams with over 100 specially trained volunteers. The 
other teams are based in New London, Laconia/Lakes Region, Concord, Berlin, Littleton, and 
Colebrook/Pittsburg, and travel to meet the disaster needs in any of our towns. 


e Fortunately there were no home fires or other local disasters last year in Ellsworth that 
required Red Cross assistance. In all, our disaster volunteers helped 98 families/individuals, a 
total of 264 people including 107 children in 42 towns. More than 98 percent of the local 
disasters were residential fires. Disaster teams were also on the scene of the NH Tornado 
Disaster in July 2008 giving aid to about 100 people. 


e Health and safety classes are held at the chapter office in Concord, the Belknap Mall and 
communities throughout our jurisdiction. Classes include CPR, First Aid, use of AEDs, 
Babysitter Training, Safe on My Own (for ages 8-11), Pet First Aid and more. We are glad to 
arrange for Red Cross classes in Ellsworth with an enrollment of six or more participants. 


e Last year in all the towns that we serve, there were 225 blood drives where donors gave a 
total of 12,749 pints of the “gift of life.” NH hospitals depend on the American Red Cross for 
their blood supplies.

All Red Cross assistance is free to disaster victims. The Granite Chapter is a non-profit organization 
that receives no annual federal funding. We depend on generous donations of time and money from 
the American people to support our services. An appropriation from Ellsworth would help to ensure 
that the American Red Cross can continue to train and prepare people for emergencies, and respond 
swiftly and effectively at times of disasters. 


Based on two years of data, the average support provided to disaster victims is $1,300 per case. 
Municipal contributions are one part of our diversified funding sources. We ask all 101 towns in our 
area for a contribution based on the same rate per capita. Last year we received funding from one 
third of our towns.

Dear Selectmen: 


Plymouth Regional Clinic is requesting that area towns appropriate funds to the clinic in their 
2009-2010 budgets. We are a nonprofit clinic providing general medical care to area residents 
who have limited incomes and no health insurance. Since the clinic opened in July 1994, our 
volunteer physicians, physician’s assistant, nurse practitioners and nurses have provided medical 
care one evening a week for more than 4,600 patients visits. 


We have seen patients of all ages and for varying medical complaints, from minor ailments to 
life-threatening illness, with many seeking treatment for illnesses or conditions which have gone 
unattended because the patient could not afford medical care. We have also assisted many 
patients in identifying and accessing other available medical and social services which might 
help them. The enclosed brochure provides more information on our services and eligibility 
requirements. 


In addition, since July 2000, we have offered limited assistance with the cost of prescription 
medications for our patients who are unable to pay for a prescription written for them at our 
clinic. Because of the high cost of many prescription medications and our budgetary constraints, 
this service is limited to patients whose prescription has been written at Plymouth Regional 
Clinic, for short-term, immediate needs. 


Plymouth Regional Clinic does not charge for its services and we have managed to keep 
operating expenses low through the generous donation of in-kind services by Family Planning, 
Speare Memorial Hospital and area businesses; as well as through the volunteer services of our 
area healthcare providers and other volunteers. Nevertheless, the costs associated with a part- 
time administrator and our prescription assistance mean that our expenses continue to increase. 
Other necessary expenses include costs for insurance, telephone service, medical and office 
supplies, photocopying and government fees, among other items. We are funded, in part, by 
Speare Memorial Hospital and Lakes Region United Way. We also continue to solicit donations 
through our annual appeal letter each December. The generosity of area towns, however, 
remains crucial to the continuation of our ongoing efforts to provide care for the uninsured. 


In recognition of the budgetary constraints faced by area towns, we are making the same request 
for funding as in past years — that area towns place in their 2009 budgets (for FY 2009-2010) an 
appropriation of $1,000 or any portion of this which the town feels is appropriate. It is hoped 
that the towns may realize some savings in the medical portion of their welfare budgets due to 
the availability of Plymouth Regional Clinic’s services.

We hope the towns will continue to support our efforts to meet the medical needs of community 
members who cannot afford health care. Thank you for your consideration.

Dear Budget Committee: 


From July 1, 2007 to June 30, 2008 Voices Against Violence had 2,958 contacts with 655 
adult and child victims/survivors who have been affected by domestic or sexual violence, or 
stalking. Direct services included crisis counseling through our 24-hour hotline; one-on-one 
crisis and ongoing advocacy; providing emergency shelter to women and children; support 
groups; hospital, police and court accompaniment; restraining orders and other legal 
assistance; providing food, clothing, and transportation; advocating for families’ 
medical/mental health, housing, and financial needs; assisting with educational and 
employment opportunities; and much more. 


Voices reached an additional 1,486 individuals through our education and outreach 
programs. Among those programs were workshops for students and faculty at area schools 
on topics such as bullying prevention, healthy relationships and boundaries, how to help a 
friend in an abusive situation, and teen dating violence. We are also working with law 
enforcement and community agencies in your area to create a unified community response 
to domestic and sexual violence, and wiil be placing a great deal of effort in our prevention 
activities that will hopefully alleviate long-term burdens on the town that result from family 
violence. 


With this in mind, I submit this annual budget request in the amount of $500.00 for the 2009 
fiscal year, which is this year’s base request for the smallest towns we serve. We greatly 
appreciate all of your past support and your consideration of this year’s request. Please do 
not hesitate to contact me at 536-5999 with any questions, or if I can provide additional 
information to the Committee.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our older 
citizens. The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in 
their own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, and sponsors the Grafton County ServiceLink 
Resource Center and the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center 
(RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older adults and their families 
take part in a range of community-based long-term services including home delivered 
meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, elder care, chore/home repair 
services, recreational and educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2008, 5 older residents of Ellsworth were served by one or more of the 
Council’s programs offered through the Plymouth Regional Senior Center: 
@ An older adult from Ellsworth enjoyed 48 balanced meals in the company 
of friends in the Plymouth center’s dining room. 
@ 22 outreach visits and 4 ServiceLink contacts were provided to Ellsworth 
residents. 


The cost to provide Council services for Ellsworth residents in 2008 was $1,155.29; 
we are requesting assistance of $100.00 from the town in 2008. 


GCSCC's services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their 
own homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and 
increasing physical frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for 
nursing home care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends 
and neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services such as those 
offered by the Council become even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Ellsworth’s past 
support for our programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens 
and enable them to meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their 
own communities and homes.
